Dear Folk: 


I can’t remember w hether its 
been a week or not since I wrote 
last but I guess it doesn’t m atter. 
I am well and still at the gunnery 
camp. 
I got a three day pass and went 
to Balboa and Panam a City last 
week. 
Had a swell time. 
I stay­ 
ed at the Y. M. C. A. 
I think 
I did more sleeping than anything 
else. 
I rode a chiva as it is called 
down here; just a bus back home. 


I was the only white person on it, 
I started the trip last Wednes­ 
day and Wednesday m ust be wash 
day in Panam a for every little 
stream we crossed the women was 
washing clothes in the creek.

guess some of them didn’t have 
a change for they were naked. 
After they washed the clothes 
they just threw them out on the 
grass to dry.

the 
public 
inform ed about the 
progress on epilepsy and related 
diseases. 
More than that, its object is to 
carry our modern knowledge of 
epilepsy to those who need it. to 
dispel the taboos and superstitions 
which exist, and to try to teach 
the people who have these peri­ 
odical spells th at they are not out­ 
casts from society or m entally de­ 
ranged, and th a t there is noth.ng 
to be agnamed of in mis condition 
any more than there is is any 
other ordinary disease. 
in pursuance of this objective, 
an extrem ely valuable expression 
of the modern view pcjnt on this 
condition is contained in a bock 
called S c u t ' c d 
a n d S e i z u r e * by 
Dr. William G. Lennox of the H a r­ 
vard Medical School (H arp er £ 
Bros., Paul Ii. Hoebcr, 1941). This 
book treats not only of epilepsy 
but also of mig! aine headaches 
which are seizures cf a somewhat 
related kind. Most of the taboos 
and popular ideas about these con­ 
ditions are fully discussed. 
Sam ples: Epilepsy is not a men­ 
tal discase, but a phys.cal discase. 
It is m anifest by ‘‘disordered elec­ 
tric currents of the brain." 
la Epilepsy H ereditary? 
Is epilepsy hereditary? This is 
a frequent question which corre­ 
spondents w rite to me. Statistical 
studies show th a t not more than 
tw enty per cent of patients give a 
histoiy of seizures in known re la ­ 
tives. It will not do, however, to 
minimize the possibility of heredi­ 
tary epilepsy, lf an epileptic has 
four children, there is one chance 
out of ten th a t one of these chil­ 
dren will have seizures, if there 
are two children, the chances are 
one out of tw enty. About one out 
of tw enty-six relatives of the aver­ 
age patient has seizures. 
Two g rea t contributions have 
recently been made to the study of 
epilepsy 
by 
Bolton physicians. 
One is a machine which can record 
the electric pulsations of the brain. 
These are picked up from the scalp 
and made to w rite a line. All peo­ 
ple subject to epilepsy produce a 
pattern on this record. D ifferent 
types ire also recorded by the in ­ 
strum ent. It pictures both danger 
signals snd progress. 


The second discovery is the use 
of dilantin to prevent or minimize 
the epileptic attack*. 
There arc many different kinds 
of epilep y and there are many 
different causes for the seizures. 
The most im portant thing for a 
person subject to seizures to know 
is th a t a great deal of help can be 
given by the modern physician 
with modern methods. 
There is 
nothing to be ashamed of in the 
condition and ancone who is sub­ 
ject to it should consult a physi­ 
cian. Th* doctor can give him a 
g ro at dca of he ip. Mental im pair­ 
ment ma;, be the result of frequent 
seizures and when these arc prop­ 
erly understood, the state o f mind 
is impro cd. 
A rem arkable instance is that 
of a twcnty-thrwc-year-old man 
who ha j frequent seizures since 
childhood 
He never learned to 
read or ' rite. W ith the a d m in s­ 
tration of the medicine, dilantin, 
which stopped his seizures, th# 
man brz’-.n to learn with g re a t 
rapidity and in the tour;.# of tiz 
mon ta i ms m ental age rose from 
six yearn to a level of ten years.
